Water the strecxu. 


The following article from the Boston 


Herald contains suggestions valuable lor 
Jfewport as well as for the hub: An hour's 
experience amid tue clouds of dust that 
tilled tbe air yesterday suggested the In- 
quiry, "Why 
don't tha city water 
the 


streets ?" The sweepers £0 about the streets 
at regular intervals, but the business ofliy- 
iug the dust is left to private individuals 
who arc obliged to pay for watering tbe 
streets in front of their residences or places 
of business. 
Where all the residents of a 


street are willing to pay their share for fie- 
quent sprinklings, the burden is not heavy, 
but where a majority decline to pay, the 
others must remain tbe whole season under 
a thick coat of dirt or else pay for watering 
the entire street. If the occupants o! dwel- 
lings or stores were the only ones benefltted 
by the regular visits of the watering cart,the 
city perhaps might decline to spend its 
money for that purpose. Dut every person 
who passes through tbe street receives the 
benefit, and when, on such a day as yester 
day, they strike a well watered street, the 
involuntary and heart felt thanks of the 
dust-filled-eyed passer-by are silently be- 
stowed upon tbe residents of that street.— 
The healthful and cooling effects of frequent 
street waterings are no small advantages 
in so closely a settled place as Boston, aud 
tbe very streets occupied by people too poor 
to affjrd to pay for watering them, are the 
very ones that need It most. The only pos- 
sible objection to the city taking the mat 
ter under its control and watering all th 
streets, as it now swteps them Is the enr 
expense. But where all the citizens are t 
be so greatly benoflttedthe question of do 
lars and cents ought not to enter Into tb 
calculation. Why cannot the city, however 
aJd twenty-five or fifty cents to the poll ta 
and thus make every man piy equally fo 
what would equally benefit all? Possibly th 
suggestion chines too late to put It In oper 
ation this season, but we trust it may re 
ceive tbe careful consideration of tbe City 
Government and that next season all th 
people rich and poor,may he able to rejoic 
together in well watered streets.

Probable Emigration. 


In the south of Russia ore several colo 


nies ol a religious sect, called Mcnnonitea 
comprising about sixty thousand 
souls 


The founder oi the sect was Menno Silionis 
a schismatic priest of the Catholic Church 
in Holland, who in the sixteenth csntur 
organized his followers into "poor and de 
fenseless brotherhoods." After; his dealb 
they removed to East Prussia, where thej 
remained until the latter part of the eigh 
teenth century. Their creed prohibits then 
from bearing any part in war. 
During tb 


reign of Frederick the Great, they wer 
threatened with expatriation, because they 
refused to enter his armies. 
Thereupon 


receiving an invitation of Catherine II., 
Hussia, to emigrate to her dominions, the} 
settled on the lower Dneiper, whore thei 
colonies arc now situated. 
Until recently 


the Russian government has never asked 
them to furnish recruits to its armies. 
Bu 


now it threatens to break the compact be- 
tween their ancestors and the Empress.one 
of the conditions of which was perpetual 
exemption from military service, and com-, 
pel these men of pence to furnish 
their 


quota of conscripts. 
Tbe colonists demur 


to this policy. 
Rather than yield to these 


demands of the Kovernmenl, they assert 
they will emigrate to tbe United States or 
Canada. 
The only obstacle they may meel 


in carrying out this resolution is the custom 
of Rinsia, under which no citizen U per- 
nilted to leave the country without the 
permission of the government. They are 
industrious and skillful,and have developed 
the region where they have been settled be- 
yond the best condition of olhei portions 
of Russia. 
It would be an act of folly, as 


well us of bad faitb, for the Czar to force 
them to emigrate us the only escape from 
violating their religious doctrines. Though 
no nation which should be so fortunate 
to receive the emigrants could find ony 
reason for regret for tho adoption of sucl: 
a policy by the Russian government.

All offlccrsand sold It n 
of whom nothing is heard by that time are 
formally declared dead, their property ro- 
verting to their heirs. In case some drag-
